FORESTRY 


SITUATION LN' THE LOWER MIS- 


BI35IPPI. 


WASHINGTON. July IJ.-One of tho 


Im'pstlgatlonn with which the Bureau 
of Forestry haw been engaged recently 
Is u study of the tree, growth along thu 
Mississippi river from Cairo. III., to 
New Orleans. nonlerltiK tho river In n. 
strip nf land nbout IK miles wliln on, 
cither side, which In subject to repeated 
overflows; ronaon.uo.ntly n largo propor- 
tion of tho area In unavailable for ag- 
riculture, notwlthslnndlng the richness 
of lhe noil. 


Following the channel at a distance 


of from one-eighth of n inllo to two 
inilon from tho low water line, levees 
Imvo been erected to control the ftlrcnm. 
Uetwcen the levees and the rlver-the.ru 
c'tn bo no question of cultivation be- 
cause of the certainty of overflow, but 
the land easily nerves to raise cotton- 
woods, since the trees do not object to 
tho periodical high wnter. Behind tho 
levees much of the land can be drained 
and cultivated. Other parts nrc too 
wet for field crops, nnd there a dense 
and valuable forest In found, composed 
of nnh. oak, hickory, cypress, gum and 
cottomvood. 


The opportunity which the Bureau of 


Forestry flnds l» this. On the nairow 
strip Inside of the levees cottonwood 
cnn be grown 'with nlmost no core and 
Imrvcstcd when tho trees: are- from 35 to 
HO years old. This wood now ha» a 
recognized place In tho market for the., 
manufacture of boxes, 
for 
furniture 


backs, waahbonrds.etc. One company 
alone uses 60.000.000 board feet'a year 
Tormaking washboards. 


Behind the le.veen. much of tho land 


will undoubtedly be reclaimed for ag- 
riculture, but until that shall be done- 
he opportunity to maintain ft forest 
of valuable trees IB too good to be lost. 
In this forest white ash Is the most Im- 
portant species both because It grows 
more rapidly than oak nnd some other 
woods, nnd because It U In constant 
demand nnd cnn be used In small sizes. 
The ash has been pretty well.cut out 
of this forest, even to trees as small as 
S Inches In diameter. This Is wasteful. 
and the bureau recommends the appll- 
•allon of more conservative lumbering 
o these lands. This 
simply 
means 


hat the mature trees of all species 
hall be logged carefully, and that In 
aklng them out the youngr, Immature 
rees, especially.those of ash and hlck- 
ry, of which there Is also a small 
lunntlty, shall be carefully preserved 
ml left to grow until they reach mcr- 
hanlablc sire, or n dlamoler of about 
0 Inches. If this Is flonc, the owners 
f Iho land can count on a second crop 
f vnluablo timber before the land may 
e required for farming; 
Of course, under such a system of 


management the forest must bo pro- 
ected from flre. The practice now Is 
o burn the undergrowth periodically. 
That destroys all the small trees. For- 
st management and flres cnn not ex- 
st together, but there appears to be 
o necessity for setting these fires, '-ind 
Inco the ground Is nearly always moist. 
here Is little danger of their being 
tnrted accidentally. 
The whole question of tho profitable 


management'Of these forest lands llos 
vlthln the control of the owners. In- 
tend of reaping one harvest, as they 
ow ilo. It will bo almost as easy to 
ectiro successive crops so long as tho 
and remains unavailable for farming. 
Vhen thai time cornea tho forest must 
Ive way permanently.

<nown as a "yard." whore, If not dis- 
turbed, they may stay for weeks to- 
gether. But the moose Is able to travel

A wild, free life Is the only one on 


which a moose can live nnd thrive. In 
captivity it Is much less nervous than 
most deer and Is disposed to be gentlo 
nnd affectionate. Tlut, n« n rule, it will 
Ive but a short time, even though It 
gets the .«ame food which It had In Its 
native woods. It may appear to relish 
It* food, but it will grow to no great 
»lzo and in a short time will probably

turbed, they may stny for weeks to- 
gether, nut the moose Is able to travel

A wild, free life Is tho only one on 


which a moose can live and thrive. In 
captivity It is much less nervous thnn 
most deer nnd Is disposed to bo gentla 
and affectionate. But, as a rule. It will 
live but a short tlmo, oven though U 
gets the same food which it had In its 
nntlve woods. It may npponr to relish 
Its food, hut it will grow to no great 
size anil In a short tlmo will probnbly 
die of Inflammation of tho stomach.

Prodigal- 
ity of expenditure rather than a narrow- 
desire to hoard unnecessary wealth Is 
tho distinguishing characteristic of the 
average American. If he has a strong 
purpose and an earnest desire to amass 
wealth, It Is In most cases Because, 
money Is the necessary material 
for 


further constructive work. To achieve 
rather than to acquire Is his ambition. 
We undoubtedly seek larger fortunes 
than our fathers, but this is not only 
due to our larger needs, caused 
by

towards those dependent upon us. Life 
Insurance—largely the development of

I hur- 
ried homo and returned with a camera, 
but when I reached tho spot they wore 
gone. 


Like nil American deer, tho "bull" 


moose Fhods nnd renews his antlers 
every year. They become full Krown, 
hard nnd r-hnrp about the 1st of Octo- 
ber, tho beginning of the breeding sen- 
son. At this time nf year the bulls are 
very pav.'ige and not only light furious- 
ly among themselves, but are apt to 
attack anything or anybody who romea 
In their way. 


Tin: call of tho bull la a long drawn 


bawl with several loud grunts at the 
end. 
If thorc Is a cow within hearing 


Phe will answt-r with n low cry, and 
the bull will come forward 
to meet 


her. Hunters often take advantage °f 
this fact nnd attract tho bull by an 
Imitation of the call of tho cow, exe- 
cuted on n cone pimped horn made of 
birch bark. 
Lying concealed on the 


bnnk of n lakn or stream, tl.-.y give 
out tho call, and when the bull comes 
within range they shoot him. Hut an 
this trick Is usually played at night 
.*u;d ns tho bull sometimes never gives 
any warning of his coming until ho Is 
almost on the spot the sport is apt to 
be dangerous. The bull nt such a time 
IM In no mood to be trilled with, and 
unless the hunter Is cool headed and a 
pood shot tho mooso Is not only willing 
but very able to kill him and a dozen 
"" »•: him If they happen to bo on the 
spot. 


Probably the largest moose of which 


there in reliable record was shot by 
Carl JUinsrius, the animal painter. In 
Xuw llrmiswick In 1001. This great 
beast stood seven feet high 
nt 
tho 


shoulders, nnd tho length of its head 
nnd body together was nine feet seven 
inches. The Alaskan moone have tho 
largest antlers, and one pair from an 
inimal shot on the Konal peninsula 
has a sped of seventy-eight and n 
half Inches nnd has thirty-four points. 
"With the dry skull to which they ar« 
attached thoso antlers weigh ntnety- 
threo and a quarter pounds, a weight 
which nothing but nn animal of gigan- 
tic ;stienRth could carry at top speed 
over the roughest ground and through 
thickly wooded country. 


In tho winter, when tho snow is deep, 


the moose, sometimes several families 
together, will gather In a certain sec- 
tion of woodland and be breaking out 
paths for themselves over a space of 
perhaps several acres from what 
Is 


known ns a "yard," where, If not dis- 
turbed, they may stay for weeks to- 
gether. But tho moose Is able to travel 
ivll at all seasons, and even In deep 
now his long legs enable him to move 
.t a pace which astonishes nny hunter 
i-ho tries to run him down on snow 
shoes. 


A wild, free Hfo Is the only one on 


,,hlch a moose can live and thrive. In 
captivity It Is much less nervous than 
most deer and Is disposed to be gentle 
nnd affectionate. But. ns a rule. It will 
live but a short time, even though It 
gets the same food which It hnd In Us 
native woods. It may appear to relish 
Its foo<5. but it will grow to no great 
Mze and In a short time will probably 
die of Inflammation of tho stomach. 


This Is one of the noblest wild ani- 


mals In the world, and It should 1>c giv- 
en adequate protection throughout Its 
range.—Hangar Commercial.

Their Days 


The followlnc from the Mexican Hcr- 


nld Is uf inteient: 


Ho far above the pavement that those 


who walk In anil out amonR tho hundreds 
of p.iwdnK vehicles appear like croeplng 
Injects, and M> blKh Mint, tho ordinary 
liulKcs of the city re.u-li upward only as 
n confused murmur, lives the family that 
has the induction of being th'.1 
most 


elevated in Mexico's capital. 
The home 


of this family Is hlKli up In the raslern 
tower of the cathedral, and there. amonR 
tin: bells that for centuries have called 
the faithful lo the ,M-rvlcc.« of the church, 
th> - family has lived for years, and 
there is every Indication that the. lower 
will lie their home fur many yearK lo 
come. 
Two years IIRO 
Muniict llrena 


the head of this family, died, and now 
his wlilow. l.lllsa de la Urea", assisted 
liy her three sons and her daughter, 
looks after the rlnclnc of the bells nml 
cares for the Kreat clock that Ims marked 
time for so many years for the residents 
of tliat part of the city. 


Ilrhles have been led to the little home 


among the bells, births have there been 
celebrated and death many times tin* come, 
to the occupants. 
It was more than 10) 


years ago tlmt a man \v:is placed In 
clmrpe of the bells, and those who now 
live there are the lineal descendants of 
this man. 
This man was the Rrand- 


father of I.ulsa de la llrena. who now 
Is a Kramlmothcr herself. 
When her 


husband died he was an old man. and 
the woman is no longer yonnp. but It 1« 
prnbnhle 'hat the time honored poMMcii 
of bell-ringer will not pass to new hands 
whi-n she. Is larrlnl down the winding 
Ilight of stairs. 
Doubtless the work 


will fall to one or all of her sons, who 
now spend their time In looking after the 
woik of ringing the bells at intervals, 
the lime of which Is no doubt known to 
the priests themselves no better than to 
them. 


They are Iwllrlngers hy lilrth and by 


education. 
Those who ship the masses 


before the altars know the lime for the 
ringing nnd the length of thn perform- 
ance no better nor as well as the members 
of the Hrena family. 
There are Ihree 


sons. Francisco, Aligustln and Antonio, 
and one daughter, Maria Gaudulupe. 
The 


mother and daughter care for the home, 
and the sons handle the ropes their 
father, 
their 
grandfather 
and their 


Kreat-grandfather once handled. 


Proh.ibly not one man out of ten knows 


that a family Is living In one of the 
cathedral towers and probably not one 
man out of a hundred knows anything 
of the condition of that home. 
By far 


the majority of thoso 
who do know 


there is a family there It Is Imagined 
tlmt they live like ordinary peons. 
The 


Idea doubtless prevails that the family 
lives like the poorest portero, but should 
any one pny a visit to this home above 
the city they would find a homo far 
superior to the average home In Mexico 
City. 


The Hrrna home Is one of the most 


comfortable, of homes. 
Its sanitary con. 


dltioa :s naturally far superior to that 
of nlnr-tcr.th* of the homes on a level 
with tho thousands of buildings that com- 
pose the city, and the air that reaches tho 
cnthrdr.il home, seems filtered of the 
nauseous odors that arc not uncommon 
to those who live below. 
The fresh air 


of the country seems blowing about one. 
and It requires no effort of the Imagin- 
ation to believe It really is tho samo un- 
tainted atmosphere of the hills that circle 
the city. 


Instead of living Hko peons the Hrena 


family lives among luxuries the poor of 
tho city never have tU? pleasure of 
knowing. The cement floors aro covered 
with cnrpots, the furniture, and pictures 
give lo the several rooms that arc located 
there a homelike air that might cause 
the family to bo envied. In splto of the 
Immense number of steps It Is necessary 
to lake. In order tn reach .them. 
At 


one side of the, parlor Is a piano, nnd 
Miss Iirena nnd on 
of 
her brothers 


nro skilled In Its use. 
Tho music of 


the church and music that Is nover heard 
heard In tho orgnn loft mny frequently 
bo heard hy those who sit In tho bench- 
es In front of tho cathedral. 
Many 


have wondered where the, sounds came 
from, and few have discovered that they 
come from nniong the bells of the old 
cnthedral. 
It was there the mother was married 


more than thirty years ago and doubt- 
less It will be there that tho daughter 
will be married some day. 
For the 


maidens of the Brena family the bells 
of the cathedral are wedding hells, and 
on those occasions the men of tho fam- 
ily perform a double duty when they 
pull tho ropes, nnd those, below seldom 
kn'ow (hat the rlnxlnK U for anything 
more than one of tho regular services 
of the church.
